bear. But I think these theor.es are 
ail incorrect, he probably feels cross, 
and like all the eat race scratches and 
bites to relieve his feeliDgg and see 
himself what he can do. 

In tl»e first week in Juno, the bear 
also travels in all the paths made by 
former bears and plant their feet iu 
i he exact foot-prints of the old ones 
made in former years, aud frequently 
travels v.ery slow and rub their feet 
into the ground and make deep hol¬ 
lows or steppings, so that the trap¬ 
per, if he sets Lis trap nicely iu one 
of these placet and makes it appear 
natural way be sure of taking the first 
bear that comes along. 

The greatest singularity of thebear 

is perhaps his stato of lethargy during 
the winter months. I think there is 
n° exact time for this tp take place, 
hut earlier or later according the sea¬ 
son, generally when tho stow g{(rf 
too deep for his convenient travel, and 
it seems to be in bis power to dea utj 
when it suits his convenience. 

He is generally fat when he goes 
to dec, but not always. Capt. Lloyd, 
the celebrated English Bear hunter 
supposes that the bear dens up fat 
aud comes out lean in the spring, but 
according to my own experience, I 
find that when be dens fat he comes 
out fat and when he dens lean, “vice 
versa" an 1 lives during his dor¬ 
mant state like man during sleep, 
having no exertion and very little, if 
any, action of the lungs and very lit¬ 
tle secretion to throw off by the pores 
—ho retains his fish and fat as we do 
during a nights rest. 

The bear usually dens up during 
the early part of December and re¬ 
mains there until the heavy thaw 
which usually occur in March—then 
they go out a short distance, and re¬ 
turn if the weather comes on cold; 
but if it continues moderate they con¬ 
tinue to stray off and frequently find 
other places lor a temporary retreat. 

I have known them to break fir 

browse and make a bed to lie on for a 
night on the snow. 

One curious thing about the female 
bear—site never leaves her den with¬ 
out dropping her cubs—even if dis¬ 
turbed by the hunter in the middle of 
the winter, and if taken out in ever 
so short a space of time.

How to Keei- Trout Without 
Ice. The great requisite undouia- 
edly is that they’ be carefully cleaned- 
Every particle of blood slioutd be 
removed from the gills and back. If 
it be nut, nothing can save them over 
a day, but a salt brine, which of it¬ 
self, will spoil them. 

They should, also, be cleansed ns 
soon after they are. caught as possi¬ 
ble—the sooner tho better. When 
carefully cleaned and washed, they 
should be wiped dry and a pinch of 
clean salt rubbed down the backbone. 

soon thereafter as may be, they 
should be hung up over a “smudge,^ 
so that they w,ll be dried perfectly 
without danger of a'visit from flies, 
and then stowed away in dry hard 
wood gaty dust or dry hay, if you. 
have it—the dryer the better; or if 
this is not attainable, dry moss will- 
answer very well. Thus packed, - 
they will keep good for a week, ia tbs 
hottest of weather. Sugar, as well 
as salt, is sometimes used with salt¬ 
petre and pepper. This is good, if 
too much i 3 not used. But it will 
avail nothing, for a long carry, if they 
are not perfectly dry when put away.

Buying Flour. It is about as dif¬ 
ficult a job to buy good flour as to 
buy a good horso. Let us toll our 
housekeepers how to do it. First, 
look at color; if it is white, with a 
slight yellowish or straw colored tinti 
buy it. If it is very white, with a 
bluish cast, or with black specks in 
it, refuse it. Second, examine the 
adhesiveness ; wet and knead a little 
of it between your fingers; if it works 
soft and is sticky, it is poor. Flour 
from spring wheat is likely to be 
sticky. Tt<ird, throw a lump of dry 
flour against a dry, smooth, perpen¬ 
dicular surface ; if it retains the shape
